Mr. Chairman, Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report 
on  the  health  of  Cranbrook  Rural  District  for  the  year  1969. 

The  population  at  mid-year  1969  as  estimated  by 
the  Registrar-General  was  16,560  compared  with  16,490  in  1968. 

The  total  number  of  births  registered  during  the 
year  was  225  (120  males  and  105  females).  The  corrected  birthrate  per 
1,000  population  was  17.1  the  birth  rate  for  England  and  Wales  being 
16.3.  The  corresponding  figures  for  1968  was  18.5  and  16.9  respectively. 

The  number  of  deaths  recorded  during  the  year  was 
196  (108  males  and  88  females).  The  corrected  death  rate  for  the  Rural 
District  was  10.5  compared  with  the  death  rate  for  England  and  Wales 

of  11.9. 


Deaths  from  cancer  numbered  46  of  which  fourteen 
were  from  cancer  of  the  lung. 

Two  infants  died  under  the  age  of  one  year,  giving 
an  Infant  Mortality  rate  of  9.0  per  thousand  live  births  compared  with 
the  rate  of  18.0  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  number  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  notified 
during  the  year  was  252  compared  with  eight  cases  the  previous  year. 

Of  the  total  number  recorded  242  were  cases  of  Measles,  five  cases  of 
Whooping  Cough,  two  of  Infective  Jaundice  and  three  of  Scarlet  Fever. 

The  incidence  of  measles  was  exceptionally  high.  When  the  majority  of 
our  children  are  immune  these  larger  epidemics  will  cease  as  most  of  the 
pathways  of  spread  of  the  disease  through  the  community  will  be  blocked. 
Immunity  comes  of  course  from  suffering  from  the  disease  or  being 
immunised  against  it,  and  it  is  unfortunate  that  most  parents  wait  for  the 
naturally  occurring  disease  carrying  with  it  the  risk  of  potentially 
serious  complications  to  one  in  every  fifteen  children,  rather  than  undergo 
the  slight  discomforts  of  immunisation. 

Information  regarding  the  number  of  persons 
receiving  inoculations  against  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough  and  Smallpox 
etc.,  appear  in  the  Table  set  out  on  Page  14-  of  the  Report.  These 
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details  have  been  supplied  by  the  County  Medical  Officer  to  whom  I 
offer  my  thanks. 


I am  indebted  to  Mr.G.Longley, Surveyor  and  Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector,  for  the  details  supplied  in  his  report 
on  Pages  19  to  33,  and  thank  him  and  Mr.Cackett  not  merely  for 
this  record  of  work  well  done,  but  for  the  other  numerous  items 
of  service  carried  out  in  a department  which  is  still  understaffed. 

In  conclusion  I would  like  to  take  this  opportunity 
of  thanking  the  Council,  particularly  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 
the  Health  Committee,  and  the  Chief  Officers  for  their  support 
throughout  the  year.

The  County  Council  provides  a service  free  of  charge  for  the 
attendance  on  persons  whose  doctor  require  them  to  be  nursed  in  their  own 
homes.  The  nurses  attendance  is  normally  arranged  by  the  doctor  but  the 
name  and  address  of  the  appropriate  nurse  for  any  particular  district  is 
obtainable  from  the  District  Office  of  the  County  Council.

NIGHT  AND  EVENING  SERVICE. 


Evening  Service  is  provided  for  elderly  people  who  are 
bedridden  or  housebound  and  have  no  one  to  assist  them  to  prepare  for  the 
night  and  includes  the  provision  of  a light  meal  or  hot  drink  and 
attention  to  fires.  Night  Service  is  provided,  for  no  longer  than  three 
weeks,  unless  there  are  exceptional  circumstances,  for  the  care  of 
seriously  ill  people  who  are  living  in  their  own  homes  and  who  need 
attention  during  the  night.  In  some  cases  the  service  is  provided  for 
one  to  three  nights  a week  to  give  relief  to  relatives. 

FAMILY  CARE  SERVICE. 


After  consultation  with  the  Children's  Department,  this 
service  is  provided  for  the  short-term  care  of  children  in  their  own 
homes  during  the  absence  of  the  mother  by  reason  of  admission  to  hospital 
for  illness  or  confinement  or  in  other  special  circumstances.  Help  is 
given  only  to  families  where  care  of  at  least  two  children  is  involved 
and  the  period  of  service  is  limited  to  three  months. 

FAMILY  WELFARE  SERVICE. 


This  service  is  provided,  with  the  parent's  consent,  in 
households  where  the  habits , behaviour  and  standards  of  living  of  the  family 
are  much  below  those  generally  accepted  in  the  society  in  which  they  live. 
The  three  main  objectives  of  the  service  are  to  raise  the  standard  of 
living  of  the  families, to  improve  the  welfare  of  the  children,  and  to  keep 
the  families  together  and  prevent  their  break-up.  Intensive  training  for 
a period  of  three  months  is  given  and  this  is  succeeded  by  a follow-up 
service  for  nine  months.  In  families  where  there  is  medical  evidence  of 
mental  subnormality  the  continuance  of  the  service  after  the  initial  period 
of  three  months  may  be  approved  for  not  more  than  twelve  hours  a week  until 
the  youngest  child  reaches  compulsory  school  age.
